This annual festival 
entertains visitors with 
many attractions such as 
a Carnival, an arts & craft 
fair, a USed book sale and 
a Run for the Grapes. And 
this year, Emma Holt was 
crowned as the 123 Queen 
Concordia.

The origin of the festival 
dates back to when Italian 
Catholic immigrants 
founded Tontitown and 
Started church services 


along with Spaghetti 
Dinners. 

They landed in Tonitown 
after Father Pietro Bandini, 
who had been sent to 

the States to help these 
families, found an American 
selling stony farm-land for 


two or three dollars an acre. 


More Italian families settled 
in on the farm land, and 
they named their home 
Tontitown after Henri De 
Tonti, the first Italian and 
LaSalle’s Chief Lieutenant, 
who had established 

the first white colony in 
Arkansas. 

Bandini led the community 
from that point on - first as 
pastor then as mauor - until 
he had a stroke at the end 
Of 1916, but he was there to 


see the beginnings of what 
would become the Grape 
Festival. 
In 1913, this event was held 
with the grape harvest in 
August, and a few years 
later, it waS named The 
Grape Festival.”

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hots were fired at the Washington County Fair on 
Ges 27, 2022. A 16-year-old boy was transported 

to the hospital with non-life-threatening injuries, 
according to a Fayetteville Police Department press 
release. Fayetteville police arrested a different 16-year- 
old in connection to the shooting the following Sunday. 
Freshman James Baird witnessed the confrontation 
and shooting at the fairgrounds.Baird said fairgoers, 
including teenagers, families and children, struggled to 
escape the frenzied fairgrounds. 


According to the Fayetteville Police Department, there 
was a large altercation that is being investigated — 
police believe the confrontation between two men led 
to the shooting.While watching the altercation between 
the two men, Baird saw people crowding around the 
boys to film the fight. All of a Sudden, the shots went 
off, and everyone took off running. | remember little 
kids trying to find their parents screaming, crying,”

reported that are believed to have been due to a 
stampede following the shooting, but authorities have 
not yet confirmed this. 


In a press release, the Fayetteville Police Department 
said their initial investigation has led them to believe 
this was a targeted incident and not a random act of 
violence, but did not elaborate further. It wasn’t like the 
first time I’ve been in something like that, but it was the 
first time I’ve been right next to it seeing that happen,”

THE PASSING OF QUEEN ELIZABETH

he world was shocked by the death of 

Queen Elizabeth Il on Sept. 8, 2022. 

The Queen passed due to natural 
Causes at 3:10 p.m. at Balmoral Castle in 
Scotiand. When asked about her reaction 
to the news, Jordan Childs, a sophomore at 
the university, said, | was shocked. When! 


first saw it online, | didn’t know if it was true | 


because it just seemed so unreal.” 


The news of her passing quickly spread 


online, eliciting a viral social media response 
and a variety of emotional responses across 
countries. Her funeral was held Sept. 19 at 
Westminster Abbey and was broadcasted 
worldwide. BBC News reported that 26.2 
million viewers watched the service live on — 
television, and another estimated million 
people visited the funeral site in person, only 
2000 of which were invited to the service as 
guests. 

The Queen, whose reign lasted over seventy 
years, has been succeeded by her son, King 
Charles Ill. The Ascension Council announced 
Charles as the new king on Sept. 10, two 


days after his mother passed. Although he 

_ has already ascended the throne, his official 
coronation will not take place until May 6, 

— 2023. Alongside him, Duchess Camilla will 

take the same oath. 

_ Since his mothers’ passing, many have 
asked King Charles Ill about his plans for the 
‘work he has dedicated his life to now that he 
has become king at age 74. He remarked that 

- he trusted nis work will go on in the trusted 
hands of others.” 


King Charles deciared his dedication to Britain 
in his first speech as king in September of 


2022, saying, |... solemnly pledge myself

arshmaliows aren’t just for 
hot cocoa this winter season— 
) in the Auriga Constellation 
580 light-years away from Earth, 
scientists discovered a planet with 
the density of a marshmallow orbiting 
ared dwarf star in late October 
Planet TOL 3757 was initially discovered 
through NASA’Ss Transiting Exoplanet 
Survey Satellite (TESS) on a routine 
data collection. Since then, several 
tests were conducted that helped 
scientists better identify the planet. 
A team in Tucson, Arizona located the 
planet using a large telescope from 
Kill Peak National Observatory. 
Planet TOL3757 b, dubbed 
Marshmallow Planet” by several 
online sources, has a density Of 17 
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grams per cubic foot and orbits its 
Star in 3's days. Planet TO375Z a gas 
giant with an estimated diameter 
of 150,000kmMm, has a density one- 
quarter that of water. To put this in 
perspective, Planet TOI-3757 is almost 
twice the size of Jupiter and could 
float among rubber ducks in a bubbie 
bath. 
The discovery of the marshmallow 
planet is unprecedented, but this 
does not mean that it is completely 
uncertain. 
While the field of science at large is 
perplexed by the existence of Planel 
TOL-3757 b, they have been quick to 
come up with potential explanations. 
One of the leading theories on why 
is because it is So hot that the gas is

expanding and puffs up the planet,” 
Dr. Paul Bonney, a graduate assistant 
in the university’s astronomy 
department, said. It is kind of almost 
pulled apart by the star” 
The second leading theory mentions 
that the core of the planet is less 
solid than most, which allowed more 
gas to seep into the planet over time. 
We'll be seeing a lot more of this kind 
of stuff in the future,” Bonney said.

Associate Vice Chancellor Mark Rushing said 
in the email this decision was made in the 
best interest of information security for the 
UA system. 
TiKTOK iS noW blocked on UA’s wi-fi network, 
which spans across the entire campus, but 
students can still access TikTOK using their 
personal mobile data. 
The email required students and staff to 
deactivate UA-affiliated TikTOk accounts and 
remove the application from UA devices by 
Wednesday, Jan. 25. 
This decision was made after Gov. Sanders 
issued an executive order to ban the 
installation of TikKTOK on state devices and 
networks to protect state information from 
Chinese government influence. 
Chinese company ByteDance LTD. owns 
TIKTOK and has Significant ties to the 
Chinese Communist Party, according to the 


executive order. 

Chinese companies are required to assist 
in China’s intelligence operations, including 
Sharing data with their government. 

TiKTOK gathers information including 
purchase information, device contacts and 
voiceprints, according to their privacy policy. 
TiIKTOK Nas confirmed that China-based 
employees can access data regarding the 
Internet activity of people located in the 
United States, according to the executive 
order. 

[China] is a foreign adversary that presents 
serious Challenges to our values, our 
security, and our economy,” the executive 
order said. The challenges posed by 
China are particularly acute with respect 
to information and communications 
technologies.” 

Rushing said the IT Help Desk is available 
for questions related to the university’s 
network.

Saran Huckabee Sanders’ 
first political moves in January banned 
Critical Race Theory, which is a way people 
understand how racism impacts America. 
The executive order said schools should 

educate, not indoctrinate students.” 

Sanders also released an executive 
order that recognized the importance 
of honoring African American culture 
during Black History Month, but a close 
government eve will now be drawn to 
how that history is taught in schools. 
The Department of Education will review 
materials that might indoctrinate 
students with an idea that people of one 
race are superior or inferior to others. 


ARKANSAS BLACH MUSIC AND FILM EXPO 


While the Arkansas Legislature might limit 
how teachers share Black history with 
students, University of Arkansas Music 
Department Chair Lia Uribe said Black 
music education is not up for debate. 

What is So beautiful and powerful about 
music or art in general is they’re not 
necessarily up for discussion,” Uribe 
Said. It’s a way to bring people together.” 
The conversation about racial education 
is complicated because of competing 
opinions, but Uribe said she’s grateful the 
university can share music freely. The 
University of Arkansas recently launched 
a new Center for Black Music, which Uribe 
said is a beautiful opportunity to highlight 
identities that aren’t typically at the 
forefront of education. By supporting 
music, you’re not only enjouing the 
beauty Of what the arts have to offer and 
the reflections that arts have to offer, but 
also Challenging the sustem,” Uribe said. 
Uribe said tangible change is only possible 
if the community works together. Music 
Moves is all about that. 

Jeffrey Allen Murdock, who leads the 
Center for Black Music, collaborated with 
Music Moves to design a curriculum so 
teachers can share Black music with their 
students.

students have gone home for the night. 
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resident Emmanuel Macron’s 
Picci to raise the pension age 

was met with fierce uproar from 
Frencn citizens on March 23, 2023. Millions 
swarmed the capital city of Paris in 
protest, with crowds extending out to 
neighboring cities. Among these crowds 
were teachers, labor unions and railway 
workers who joined in solidarity. 
The new legislation would raise the 
retirement age from 62 to 64 by 2030, 
following the lead of other European 
countries who nave also raised their 
pension ages. This was due to the number 
of retirees surpassing the total number 
Of workers in France, which stemmed 
from an increase in life expectancy. 
Macron’s plan also attempts to alleviate 
the country from economic hardships 
Caused by the Ukrainian War. 
French citizens are worried this new 
legislation will throw off their work-life 
balance. France is Known for its strong 
protection of social rights, especially in 
the domain of labor laws. Citizens believe 
that the new retirement age is a step 
backwards in what France once fought so 
hard to achieve. 
However, this was not the first time 
Macron’s pension plan was met with 
opposition. The Yellow Vest movement 
that began in 2018 also fought against the 
increase in pensions proposed by Macron. 


ICs notoriety ultimately led the president 
to pass it into law without the vote of 
parliament. This is yet another action 
being protested by the public. 

As aresult Of the labor strikes, public 
services Such as transportation and 
education were the most impacted. 

The Paris Metro system experienced 
extensive disruption and the high 
congestion of protestors obstructed 
traffic. Teachers and students protested, 
leaving schools and colleges unattended. 
Garbage collection was also impacted, 
causing large piles of trash and rubble 
from violent protests to accumulate 
throughout the capital. 

About 457 arrests were made by Mar. 

23 as some protests turned violent. 
Garbage piles were lit on fire, protestors 
were sprayed with tear gas and 

some authorities were left injured by 
miscellaneous objects being thrown at 
them. 

We will yield nothing to violence, | 
condemn violence with the utmost 
strength,” President Macron responded to 
the destruction in a news conference. 
The days of civil unrest are projected 
to continue well into the following 
months as labor unions plan to carry 
on demonstrations on May 1, which is 
International Workers Dau.

Ski accident left him with permanent 
brain damage after suffering a 
concussion among other serious 
injuries. 
Sanderson claimed Paltrow was 
‘recklessly skiing down the slopes of 
Utah’s Deer Valley Resort when she 
collided into him from behind, plowing 
him down and landing on top of him. 
Craig Ramon, a witness of the crash, 


stating she felt a pair Of Skis tangle 
with hers and a body press into her 
back. 

Sanderson initially asked for over $3 
million in damage but later reduced 
the amount to $300,000. Paltrow 
countersued, claiming he was only 
striving to exploit her wealth. 

The jury ultimately found the actress 
not guilty and granted her the $1 
amount she countersued him for. 
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MIDICTMENT OF DONALD TRUMP 
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publicly accused Of sexual assault 

by multiple people, including Stormy 
Daniels, throughout his 2016 campaign. 
Daniels claimed that the former president 
bribed her into not coming forward about 
the assault. Trump was accused of 
falsifying business records in an attempt 
to remove any allegations of sexual 
misconduct from the public eve in relation 
to Daniels. 
Trump was Officially indicted by the state 
Of New York on March 30, 2023 with 
34 felony counts of falsifying business 
records. Concerns surrounding the 
credibility of Trump as an individual have 
been present since before he was elected 
into office in 2016. 

It’s not about anything actually coming 
from the case,” senior Carson Hardin 
Said. It [the indictment] puts it in legal 
Standing that he is a predator and a felon, 
which is a lot on its own.” 

During his presidency Trump was put 
under investigation due to rising concerns 
of voter fraud and connections with 


— president Donald Trump was 


Russia. This appears to have opened 

the door for the current trial because it 
led to the arrest of his former personal 
attorney Michael Cohen. 

Cohen served as Trump’s attorney from 
2006 to 2018 and pleaded guilty to tax 
evasion and campaign finance violations 
in 2018. Several other organizations linked 
to Trump Nave since been found to have 
committed tax fraud. 

After being found not guilty in two 
separate impeachment hearings, Trump 
has pleaded not guilty in Trump v. New 
York. Information regarding the case 

is largely Classified as of May 2023 so 

it is unclear What information will be 
presented at trial. 

A hearing for Trump’s Case is scheduled 
for December 2023. The trial itself is 
anticipated to take place in March 2024. 
Trump is still being subjected to 
investigation by the federal government, 
but it is unclear whether the Department 
of Justice will pursue any legal action 
against the former president.

er classes looked different 
I from other pre-nursing 

freshmen. Instead of 
studying biological organisms or 
nomenclature, Jacklyn Beres took 
a backpacking trip with her class to 
learn about outdoor living skills. 
Beres came to the university with 
too many credits from dual credit 
classes in high school, so she needed 
to fill hours. Her boss at University 
Recreation suggested the outdoor 
leadership minor, which fit her 
passion perfectly. 

It doesn’t feel like your typical 
classroom experience,” Beres said. 
I’m learning skills that | will be able 

to apply to my life and to what | 
enjoy doing for recreation, so | see 
it in a different way than Biology or 
Chemistry that are hard to directly 
apply to your life.” 

The outdoor appeal of Arkansas 
drove Beres to apply for school at 
the university because she loves 
rock climbing and experiencing 
nature. 

Going to Arkansas was absolutely 
incredible,” Beres said. Every single 
weekend | was doing something, 
whether it was backpacking or it 
was Climbing, and | really loved that.” 
She said her classes have taught 
her to facilitate positive outdoor 
experiences and Safely participate 
in outdoor activities. One of her 
classes, an 8-weekK outdoor 
living skills Class, tOOK a weekend 


backpacking trip to apply wnat they 
learned in class. 

Each classmate taught an applicable 
lesson on the trip. Beres snowed 
how to properly dispose of waste 
while adhering to backpacking 
regulations. 

Throughout the day people had 
different topics that they would 
teach on as those skills became 
necessary,” Beres said. Not 
only was it good to learn from 
classmates, but it was also good 
because teaching is a good way to 
learn the information.” 

Although Beres probably won’t 
pursue a career in the outdoor 
industry, she said the skills she’s 
learning will be applicable in any 
future job. 

You have to be creative and be able 
to think fast and think Of neW ways 
to do things, and it also requires a 
lot of mental toughness, which is 
applicable to any career,” Beres said. 
Outdoor experience is a part of 
her life that she wants to remain 
constant no matter what she does 
after college. 

| don’t think that after college | 
will have a career in the outdoor 
industry, but it’s been a huge part 
of my life for a very long time and 
it’s something that | want to remain 
constant,” Beres said. A career is 
important and it’s a big part of my 
life, but what | do outside my career 
is alSo really important to me.”
